A lew d ays a g o , in the City 
o f Tam pa, I I« -, a num ber of 
old men in gray uniforms gathered for a convention and aj 
parade. 
The city d ecked it>ol! with Hags and hunting, and ) 
did e ve n thing a city can do to make theso men welcome. 
The visitors were members of the Tinted Confederate Yet-, 
erans; men Mho had worn 
the gray and followed the Stats* 
and Bars in t he Ci\ d W ar. 
Like the (i. A. R.. the numbers of this organization are 
dwindling. 
Each y ear there are fewer to convene; in tin* 
course of a very few years tin* last Confederate veteran, like 
the last Cnion veteran, will have gone on. 
Even toda> tin* 
ranks are \cry thin. 
Yet there is something highly impressive, to a thoughtful 
man. about that gathering in Tampa. 
The organization that 
convened there did not consist merely of as mall group of 
bent, aging men; nor did the homage that Tampa paid those 
men come simply because they were brave men who had, in 
time past, risked all for their beliefs 
For the veterans who marched down Tampa's 
streets did 
not march alone. 
Dim, shadowy figures strode before and}* 
after t h e m ; long-lurled battle flags waved at their van; the 
echoes of ancient bugles rang clear 
in the air a s they passed, j 
Legendary heroes, gigantic and commanding, moved with 
them, unseen but felt by all the multikudo. 
The bitterness of the Civil War has passed avvav. 
l'he 
years have erased the scars and burns that it lelt. 
What re­ 
mains to us seems epic an dot’ legend; great poems of hero­ 
ism and sacrifice, written in blood over On y ears ago >o that 
we might have heroes and ideals. 
The United Cenfederate Veterans are one of the repositor­ 
ies of these great tales -the other repository, of course, !>»*- 
ing the (» , A. R. 
And that is why , though their numbers 
shrink, these gras-uniformed men hulk larger than cVer. '1 ho 
Civil War was a war of heroes; these are flu* remaining men 
of a magnificent tradition, the last survivors of a battle of 
giants. 
They were present at the far-off, legendary 
w ar s of his­ 
tory; and so we honor them 
as, on c e more before tin* last 
time, they pass in review. 


DROPPING ANOTHER CUSTOM. 


When Charles Dickons visited America a little less than 
100 y ears ago, one of the things that impressed him most 
was the prevalence of the great American habit of chewing 
tobacco. 
He complained bitterly that in the best hotels, on
